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Abstract 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a trichogenous inducer that can induce the hair growth on the site of the 
head skin, alopecic or thin head by using hair papilla cell spheroid 

SOLUTION. Preferably, human originating trichonenous cells, home made or homocytic hair papilla cells are 
cultured, and the obtained hair papilla cell spheroid is used to prepare the objective trichogenous inducer. This 
spheroid is transplanted to skin to induce the hair growth. The hair plantation is preferably carried out at preliminarily 
bored holes. 
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
